Considered 
by good judges to be eminently fitted 
for such a field of labor and usefulness, 
loved and respected by her pupils as 
well as by a large circle of intimate 
friends and acquaintances, it will be 
hard to fill the void which has beon 
made by her translation to the higher 
life. In character modest and retiring, 
yet bright and sparkling among her 
friends and acquaintances, she was of¬ 
ten the centre of attraction to many. 
Decided in her opinions, strong in her 
feelings, outspoken in her convictions, 
detesting anything which had tho least 
show of sham or deception in its make¬ 
up or presentation, despising trickery 
and fraud, yet ever ready to hear and 
listen to those from whom she differed, 
or investigate that which presented it¬ 
self to her, she has left an example 
worthy of imitation by old and young. 
She, like others had her trials, which 
left their impress upon her, but only to 
make the golden brightness of her pure 
crystal life to become clearer to her as¬ 
sociates. The sympathies of the com¬ 
munity go out to the parents, who by 
her ascension have been left childless, 
her brother having preceded her about 
two years.

And that purpose is well 
worth tho money, for these banquets 
are celebrated for the brilliancy of their 
post-prandial exercise,. 

On this latest occasion, Gov. Butler 
responded to the first toast, and he ac¬ 
quitted himself wiUi more than his us¬ 
ual good fortune, making some very 
witty hits and securing great applause.

It is rather interesting, by the way, 
to see the new judge on the Dench with 
his associate*, his slight figure and dark 
thick hair contrasting noticeably witli 
the generally hearty physical devclope- 
raent and white or very gray hair of the 
others* He looks as if he' were there 
by mistftke, and it is only l>y remember¬ 
ing that lie is not as young ns lie looks, 
and that he has done a great amount of 
the finest and solidest legal work, that 
one can understand it.

Tho Marquesans I'ulliser, or Pearl 
Islanders, were known to be cannibals, 
and among other horrible tales of tliin 
practice, it is related that u captive 
child, famished with hunger, ou beg¬ 
ging homo food from tho savage con 
quorum of her native isle, received a 
piece of her own father's flesh! The 
Ilervey Islanders also ate their en«v 
mies, in order that they might imbibe 
part of their courage. And it is pro 
liable that some such stimulus as this 
bad led to the practice of man-eating, 
rather than simply a desire to feast on 
human flesh ; though a tribe of Pa¬ 
puans, who have been only recently 
discovered, in the vicinity of Sumatra, 
absolutely fatten up the captives they 
have taken in piracy Tor this purpose 
—no religious rite being apparently 
connected with it. It was even looked 
upon as an honor to be eaten. “Kill 
and eat!” the chief cried to his men in 
battle; uml the warriors hurled the 
threat of “Kill and is; eaten” at the 
enemy.
